He was deſirous to ſee our Seige, and 
was conducted to the Campe, towards the end of September, 
by the Count of Salacar, Generall of the hagſe, who had ben 


ſent with many troupes to Anwerp to meet him. 


Spinola » accompanied with all the N, obility, riding two 


howers tourney out of the Campe, hauing ſent before him diuers 


ſumpture horſes, receaued this Prince with much toy,and ex- 
preſs10n of affedtion . In the Campe a lodging was prepared 


for him,in which, though no curioſity was wanting befitting the 


State and Maieſty of 'fo great a Prince, yet there Was a grea> 


ter 5hew of the furniture of a Campe, then of the delicacyes 


and politeneſſe of a Citty.

that before. The rayne powred downe ſo thick, that their 
Auſquets became vnſeruiceable, through the moiſtare of their 
powder: and they in the night, diſcouerng fires a far of,uppon 
the wallsſuſpecting they were betrayed,retyred ſuddainely with 
ſo great confuſion , that leauing their carriages behind them 
in certayne_ cumberſome paſſages; they made a retreat little 
better then a running away. 1t was thought to be a conſpiracy 
of fome treacherous Burgers in the towne , who led with the 
apprehenſion of nouelty , had perfwaded the enemy to come. 
Thirty of them, whoſe-liberty of ſpeach begat a tealiouſy of 
them » were condemned to banishment z but hauing their 
pardons againe, moſt of them remayned in the Towne, 
Count Maurice perceauing he could effedt nothing wp- 
pon our preuiſion, though, purpoſely to entrappe vs, he had 
dinided bis «Army : applyed himſelf wholy to the moleſting 
of ſuch, as were any way ſuſpected to further our promſicn: 
They were apprehended who were found guitly,and condem= 
ned in great fines:not ſo much as they who payd contribution 
to the united ſlates, were ſpared ; others were terrified with 


the greatnes of the penaulty. Moreoner all Corne mills 


were taken away » the irons of them being broken: Brew- 
houſes and Bake-houſes were deſtroyed, their Ouens and 
cawuldrons being perced: And the bruite is, it was con- 
lied emongft them, whether ut were fitting or no to ſack and 
ſpoile all ſuch places of the Campmua (defended with ſlender 
or nv gards at all ) as at that preſent gaue releife to our con: 
uoyes. Some were of opinion, that all ſuch places were far and 
neare to be ſet on firezto which out men might any way haue 
recourſe for prowiſion , leaſt they should ſtand ws in ſfteed for 
the plenty of our vidtualls.

Ah meaſure of 
wheat was Sold for eight *florens; Rie for fine ; Buck-wheat 
for four ; Barly for three florens and a halfe; Oats for as 
much. eA ſack of ſalt was ſold for four florens; Dried hab- 
berdine and cheeſe for three * ſttuers the pound; greene cheeſe 
for two ſtmers the pound ; ole for a florene and twoſtiuers 
the quart; Oile of Rape ſeede for eight ſiiuers the quart; 
Beefe for three fliers the pound. And it is incredible bew 
much the cheapnes of all things encouraged the beſeiged. To 
the enemyes Camp from all their hauens, whether our men 
could haue no acceſſe , Corne, wine and forrage was brought, 
at very (mall rates. Spinola that he might in ſome ſort re- 
dreſſe the wants of his Army, beſides the ordinary allow- 
ance of Bread , cauſed Beere, out of the publike Storchou- 
fe to bezeuery day, diſintuted , which thing obhged much lis 
ſouldiers ; and preſerued their health. The Archauceſſe,

The Magiſtrates 
of the da (Fat that fore might not be prodigally waſted which only they 
eta. - had to ſerue them for a long Seige ) commanunded that no 
Beere should be brewed of a greater price then a crowne the 
Barrell: That the glaſſe and leaden heads of all Stilles and 
Lymbecks showld be taken from ſuch as made eAqua wite, 
leaft ſo their Corne might be turned into wine, in victual- 
ling houſes, and Aqua wits shops : and by this parſimony 
they were able to ſubſiſt the longer. But this outward often= 
tation of their plenty ſeemed to deferue a correction. Spmols 
therfore perceauing them, at their hiberiy, to wander up and 
downe without the walls ( in ſuch places as certayne herbage 
and Roots had ben ſowed ) to gather ſuch roots and beats 
as they could find: that they might not ſo freely , without 
 daunger, reape the fruit of thoſe feilds , and that our trench 
might not ly open-for their meſſengers, to paſſe in and out, in 
ſuch places ( as by reaſon of the great circuit of our trench, 
gards could net be ſo carefully kept ) he rayſed many little 
Redouts,and great works , and cauſed three great Batte- 
es to be made, in three ſeuerall places,neareſt to the Towne: 
' Thoſe ſides of theſe works and Redouts which beheld the 
Towne, were made Canon proofe , 25. foot thick. Of the 
whe ave. Batteryes , the forme was this. The preateſt of them, at 
cron of Crinekergkept by the Marqueſſe of Campolatara, was a hun- 
res. dredand threſcore foot long , a hundred and fine and twent 
foot broad. - In the Reare, and flanks of it , it had a wall 
fifteene foot thick , ſauing that one ſide of this wall was 
thicker then the reſt, riſing with a walke, and a parapet, on 
the inſide. In the front , it was lined with two exteriour 
angles , the face of it riſing with nine open windowes , for 
ER NEL ES © fo many 
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' fo many peeces of Artillery to peep out , each window being 


two foot and a balfe wide , opening more and more out- 
ward by little and little. On the inſide a groundſelling was 
raiſed,like a bed,of turfe and fagots eight foot high, and fiue 
and thirty foot broad , cowered ouer with planks , for the 
ſpeedy remooung , and recoiling of the Artillery . Be- 
md this groundſell was a place of Armes a hundred and thyrty 
foot long , fifty foot broad. The out ſide of the wall, vnder the 
Canon Windowes, was ſtuck thick with sharp long Sparres. 
Before the Battery a halfe moone was raiſed, garded with 
Luſqueters , and compaſſed with a counterſcarpe and palli- 
fado, for the ſafety of the Battery, Round about the Batte- 
ry 4 ditch was ſuncke ſeauen foot deepe, and eight and farty 
foot broad, the ſides of the ditch being cut ſcarping from the 
zop to the bottome, in which place the ditch was eight and 
thirty foot broad. V ppon the outmoſt shore of the ditch ſtood 
a long pallſado, to hinder ſuddaine aſſaults , and make 
the abbord more difficult. Two other Batteryes were built 
at Titering and Hage, that of Hage mdifferent larg, the o= 
ther the leaſt of the three, ſauing that by the addition of a 
Fort it became the greateſt of all. Their manner of building 
was much after the fame fashion, the only difference they 
bad being m length , breadth and Corners. One of them was 
kept by the Baron Ballancon, the other by Count Iſenburg. 
VVhilft theſe things were domg,the beſeiged made often fallyes 
out of ſeuerall Parts , and beſtowed liberally , though to

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But Spinola at the beginning could neuer hane beleied,that

All which charge if the Cuntry had well weighed 
at the beginning, peraduenture they yould nener haue vnder- 
taken it ſo willingly , as to the end of the Seige they after- 
wards continued it faithfully , disburſing the charges of four 
hundred wagons,and paying beſides the foot forces rayfed by 
the Cuntry. In which thing they shewed themſelues faithfull 


fubiecs to theyr Prince , and gained eucrlaſting praiſe to 


themſelues. Bcſids, who could hae foreſeene ſo ſo many lea- 
yes m all Europe for Breda alone? It was commonly bruited 
that the prouiſion of Corne and other neceſſaryes agaimſt win- 
ter, was not ſufficient for the beſerged in the Towne .

envnes  ſubiect of his, hauing his pardon graunted,was ſent vppon thoſe 
termes back into the Towne, that when he perceaued the Towne 

brought to extremityes,he should returne to our Camp,aſſuring 

him bis life and a reward for bis paynes: after two mone= 

thes that this ſouldier had remayned in Breda,, conuerſant 
emong ft the ſouldiers, without any ſuſpicion, he returned againe 

and brought word, that the want, in the Toyne was ſuch, that 

they began now generally io feed wppon horſe flesh » and = 

they 
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they had not corne to hould out aboue two monethes Inger at 
the moſt. That they deſired that Spinola would oftner batter 
the Towne, for 4a coulour, at leaſt, that they might find ſome 
good pretence to render themſelues. To theſe reports ſome 
men giuing an attentiue eare, who wulingly beleene any thing 
mey deſire should come to paſſe, could nenher perſuade them- 
ſelues Count Henry his intelligence to be falſe , nor that the 
German fouldier would ly fo groſly,in ſo notable a buiſnes, or 
that all the runnawayes were generally impeſters ; importu= 
ned Spinola to giue way,that fire balls might be shot into the 
Toyne . He, albeit he knew well that thoſe envines would 
bitle prenaile with ſouldiers accuſtomed to warre , and that 
cuſtome would make euen the townes.men forget the feare cf 
It , yet he condeſcended to their impoxtunityes,that frem three 
ſenerall places ( where ſo many batteryes were rc1fed atainſt 
the tone ) the walls and houſes of the Towne mht be batte- 
ved. About that tyme returned opcrtunely to the Camp 
Phillip Count Mansfeild, late Coronell of the garde « Philip Cot 
Adolphus King of Swethland, famons for the taking in _ (— 
Riga, where ke had tne ſupreme command of the Army. Alley. 
He adding Art to experience ( as wſe 1s the maſter of all 
things ) had found out a certayne new inuenticn of Artille ” 
eaſterto be draywne then the ordinary drtlery,which,with a lej/e 
quantity of pouder would carry their ball, farther, and by that 
meanes be mfimtely ſeruiceable in theſe warrs : for the direc< | 
tron of which buiſnes be had purpoſely taken a teurncy from 
the Camp to Bruxells , and cauſed forty braſſe peeces and 
three and twenty Morters for fire-bails, to be caſt. Thwty 
of the leſſer ſort, of no more then 180. found werght , carried 
each of them Balls of ſix pound a peece. Ten of the greater , 
fort, each of then of ſeuen hundred and fifty pound weight, 
carried Balls of fiue and twenty pound. Theſe were more 
wſefull, and not balf ſo chargeable as the ordinary Canon. 
For the leſſer ſort of them, was drayne at eaſe with two 
EEE ene ho ſes; 
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horſes ; the greater , with four : Whearas each of our old 
peeces, asked ſix, ten, and eighteene horſes to draw them. 
VVith the third part of pouder they carried their balls farther 
then our ordinary old peeces. This aduantage Count Mans- 
feild gained by bis experience, hauing found out the art of tem- 
pering his metalln ſuch ſort, when it was diſſolued, that he 
gauent the ſame hardnes the greateſt peeces had notwithſtanding 
his mettall was more ſubtile , and thinner by far, by which 
means they came to be ſo much the hohter; And the Balls 
were that reſpect carriedfarther,with a leſſecharge cf powder, 
bycauſe the touch-hole of theſe peeces , tooke not fire vppon 
a flat ground , but in the vitermoſt end. of the peece ( for 
there was the center. of the touch-hole ) uppon a riſmg ground, 
made bollaw to the shagg of a ſpeare bead , contrary to the 
old peeces , to which fir& was giuen on the top, berwixt the 
ball and the flames of the ground. Hence proceeded the 
greater force of the new peeces, bycauſe the fire giuen mn the 
- termoſt part of the peece, is drawne with equall force into a

Hence tt came 
te paſſe, that, vppon the ſuddaine arrmall of ſo many ſoul= 
 diers., a great want followed, and ſcarcity of all things ; the 
rather,bycauſe by the wnexpeded great froſt, all paſſages were 
fo frozrm.that nothing could be brought in. To this, many of The d-fs 


them falling ſick of feauers, plague, and other naſty deſeaſes, veccui®, 
out of the (traightnes of the place, loathſome ſtinks , and long bis foul - 
endoſure at ſea (being all new men and nat accuſtomed totem © 
peft,or ſuch other loathſomeneſſe as they met with there ) ſome 
of them dead,others halfe aliue were caft ouer boord. It was re: 
ported that aboue four thouſand of them perisbed inthis ſort. Di. 
wers of them,being throwne oucr boord for dead men,recouered 
the shoare by ſwimming, and are yet liuing in the towne. Diners 
dead bodyes lay unburied, wppon the land ;. others caff 
ashoare, by the waues, vppon ſeuerall coaſts of Holland,cauſed
